The leader of tho White Cross movement 
in America is the Rev. B. F. De Costa, D.D., 
rector of the Protestajit Episcopal Church of 
St. 
John the Evan^-tliist, West

street. New York. 
Ho is of Huguenot de- 
scent and of an old Boston family, being b o m 
in 18:il. 
He received his degree from the Col- 
legt» of Willi.xm and Mary and is a member 
of the Boston university. 
He spent a num- 
ber of years in study and historic research in 
Europe, acfiuiring large stores of rare material 
relating to early American history. 
He was 
chaplain of the Eighteenth and Fifth Massa- 
chusetts infantry. 
He was in the battle of 
Bull Run and went through the peninsula 
campaign. 
Before this he built a church a t 
North 
Adams, 
Mass., 
in 1858 
and 
afterwards was n-ctor 
of St. 
Mary's, 
Newton 
Lower 
Falls. 
Disabled 
some- 
what 
by hardship 
in the war, he 
assumed the editorship of The New York 
Christian Times in liSO^J, having previously 
shown unusual lit<'rary nbilii it s and attracted 
attention as a writi-r. He afterwards edited 
The Episcopalian, a » l in l^SC and 1883 was in 
charge of The Magazine of American History. 
He has contributed largely to tho magazines 
and has published some thirty volumes. His 
work on the "Pre-Columbian Discovery of 
America" attracted much attention, and is 
now one of tin.» rare Amcricana. 
He also 
wrote a novel, "The Rector of Rf)xl)urgji," 
under the nom de plume of "William Hick- 
ling." He is equally at home in the learned 
discussions of historical societi^'s, where he 
forms such a prominent figure, and in circles 
for the amelioration of pov<M-ty and sorrow. 
Ho maintains 
that the; sociiil evil is the 
greatest of all evils, and that vice alone can 
make our politics dangerous and bring the 
downifall of the nation. He is an able and 
eloquent preacher and one of the best known 
men in New York, his services being in <-on- 
stant demand for every good work ha-ving 
in view the moral and intellectual elevation 
of the people.
